( whoſe Hearts have been long exerciſed with Covetous 
Practices) from ſtealing a Cow, or a Horſe, or any ſuch things, 
or from wronging their honeſt Neighbours any more, as they have 
done ; and it will teach them, (if they obey it) to do that which 
15 Good, Right and Juit in the Sight of God and Man. 

How would the very Root of Wickednels decay and wither 
Inwardly, 'if all were ceaſed from Outwardly ? Would it not 
ſpeak Barrenneſs, if n» Fruits appeared £ Would nt tae Devil, 
and his Works,and his Kingdom, and Authority {ooh be deſtroyed, 
and come to an End by this Means and Way ? Judge, you that 
have Wiidom to count the Number 5f the E-afF, 

And who now is appointed to ds this great Work, or who (or 
what) is able to accompliſh it, but Chrit Je.us, the True Light, 
which lighteth every Man that cometh tato the World, Fc 1. 9. 
aSit is written of him 1 Fohn 3. 8. For this Purpoſe was the Son of 
God manifeſted, That he might d:ſtroy th: Works of the Devil 
[Mark that] A4:d all Power ts given to him; Ard there is noother 
Name under Heaven, by winch Jen can be ſaved (or deliveFed 
from Sin) Acts 4,12, For he # the Deliverer, which comes out 
of Sion, to turn away Ungodlineſs from Jacob, Iſaiah 59. 20. 
Rom. 11. 26. If ye have Ears, hear, and read with Under- 
ſtanding. 

And why now ſhould ye thus Blame, Reproach and grievouſly 
Slander and Envy the Qzakers (fo called) for vindicating and en- 
deavouring the Proſperity of this Bleſſed Tree and Plant of Righ- 
teouſneſs, whoſe Fruit would Heal the Nations, did they but fit 
under it? Were they bnt Obedient to this Light, how would it 
keep their Conſciences void of Offence toward God and Man ?

Salvation by the Righteouſneſs or Chriſt without me, being a more 
compleat azd furer R5ghteonſneſs then that wrought in me; bewng 
hercby delivered from Fear of Milcarriages, to the Lofi of my

And W. H. faith, That the Righteouſneſs of Faith, by which we 
are juſtified is wholely without us; And that rhe Father hath pour- 
cd forth all his Wrath por his Son Jeius Chriſt, 

Now if this Doarine were True-and Sound Doctrine, there is 
no need to Fear. of Miſcarriages : For there 1s no Wrath left to | 
puniſh Sinners, if Al{-be poured forth upon Jeius Chriſt; and 
that Satisfation was made Sixteen Hundred Years ago, for .4ll 
Sins paſt, preſent and to come z, the Devil might play what Cards he 
will now-(if- this be true) there's no need to Fear the Loſs of 
Salvation through Miſcarriages. And that was a needleſs C oRrine 
of Chriſt, to bid his Diſciples, Watch ard Pray, left they entir 
into Temptation, Mat, 26.41. and of the Apoſtle Pcrer, who bid 
them g+ve all Dil;gence to make their Calling and their Election 
{ure, 2 Per. 1.10 

I&- theſe Men's Doctrine be true and ſound, when will that time 
come, that VVicked Men will not indure ſound Doarimne, which 
the Apoſtle ſaid they would not, but would heap up Teachers 
after their own Luſts, and turn their Ears fromthe Truth, 2 Ti, 
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N Who among all the Ungodly in Chriſtendom (fo called) would 
turn their Ears-from this kind of Doctrine ? O ye Daubers with 
Untempored Morter,and Sowers of Pillows under all Arm-Holes ! 
The Lord is againſt you, and he will break down yorr Wall, and 
rent your Pillows from you, as in dayes paſt, Ezek, 13, who have 
turned away yorr Ears from the Truth,Chriſt Jeſus, the true Lighr, 
which lighteth every Man that cometh into the VVorld; ard 
cauſe the People to Err by your Lyes, and by your Lightneſs, 
like your Brethren, the Falſe Prophets of old.

And you call the Work of God, the Righteouſneſs of meer 
Man, and fay, its rotten and muſt fall, as in the laft page of your 
Book. - | 
Who is Anti-chrift now WW. #, the Qzak;r or thee? Read 
I Feh. 4.2, 3,4. and conlider your Babel, where God 15 confoun- 
ding your Language, and the. Language of all the Farth, whote 
Wezpons {hall not proſper againſt hts Truch and People ; but 
he will condemn every Tongue that riſes up againſt tkem, as he 
hati-thine, + fe Os 

And why doft thou call the Qrakers Spirit a Spirit of Deluſion, 
and fay, their Doctrine is Anti-chttttian, in diametrical Oppeliticn 
to the Doctrine delivered by the Apottles of jeſus Chritt, which 
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Way wilt thou go at out to prove'this falſe envious Charge againſt- 
us ? thou canſt never prove it while thou liveſt, but it ſhall turn 
upon thy own ſlandering Head : for we can prove our Doctrine 
to be parrellel with the Doctrine of the Apoſtles, and of Chriſt 

- himſe'f by the Scriptures of Truth; and we are made manifeſt in 
mens Conſciences, as the true Minitters of the Goſpel were;

Now conſider with thy ſeif, and ſee, how thou (in thy blind En” 
vy) doſtruſh into lying and flandering, as a Horſe into the Battle» 
not fearing God nor regarding Man : Art thou fit to be a Teacher 
of others who canſt not bridle thy own Tongue ? Who will give 
thee any Credit in theſe falſe Charges, but ſuch as love and make 
Lyes, like thy felf ? | 

Doſtthou know certainly what perfect popiſh Slavery and Bon- 
dage is? Conſider the Depth of thy Words and their Conſequence, 
if thy Charge were true againſt us. Oh I, Z. what haſt thou 
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done againſt the Innocent People of the Lord ? My Soul pitties 
thee, and Ican truly ſay, my Bowels are turned for thee, that 
a Place of Repentance thou mightft find, before it'be roo late. 

For thou haſt quite mard thy Cauſe (in hand) and thy End the 
Lord hath iruſtrated, and will (of all his Oppoſers) more and 
more z. and by the Strength of Envy no man ſhall prevail. 

Will not Millions of People give thee the Lye(if they ſhould read 
or hear theſe Words of thine) and abhor thy ſecret ſlaying the In- 
nocent ? How dareſtthou {o confidently -aflert ſuch patpable Lyes 
and Slanders in the Face of Chriſte: dom ? The Pap:fts would con- 
demn and judge thee to be an envious Hypocrite, ſhould theſe 
Lines come to their Hands, whoare as oppoſite to us (in their 
religious Wayes of Worſhip) as Darknels is to Light; and are 
wholy witroug fwith thee in their dark Imaginations. And this 
ſhalt thou one Day know, though at preſent thy Envy and Pride 
hath blinded thee. 

And again ſayſt thou, If ever Satan was transformed into an An-

O Will:am! How came the Qakers to be thus contemptible 
and vile in thine Eyes, that tnou canſt hardly find Words bad 
enough to reproach them with 2 What Evil have they ever done 
thee?

{wer, except for telling tice the Truth? If they have any Way 
wronged thee, let us underſtand it, that thou mayſt be righted, 
and never foam out thy own Shame thus any more, like the reſt- 
leſs troubled Sea to the View of the Nation, 

And as for Satans being transformed into anAngel of Light in the 
Quakers; thou art as much miſtaken, as thy Prethren were that 
called Ctriſt Jeſus Bclzebub ; for it is Chriſt in them the Hope 
of Glory, which thou haft blaſphemed againſt, who is the true 
Light that lighteth every Man that cometh into the World, to 
whomall t 1c Angells muſt bow. | 

And as for their ſwarming, which thou envveſt, its nct like Lo- 
cuſts (ttat is thy Miſtake alſo) but as the Stars of Fieaven, and 
the Sand by the Sea-ſhore ſhall the Seea;of 44:4 be, who 
rejoyced to lee Chriſt's Day (theirue Light) whom thou woule it

If ye lay you do, then tell us 
what that other Light is beſide the true Light,that it may b2Enown 
diſtinctly, according to plain Scripture; forl never. read of ſuch 
a Light, by which Salvation is ſeen, though I have known the ho- 
ly Scriptures from a Child, yet of this kind of LightI am igno- 
rant; butlI have read of the Grace of God that brings Salvation, 
that teached the Saints ; but Paul faid, It hath appeared to all mez;, 
Tit, 2. Andheis aslarge as Fohn in his Teſtimony ; and of this I 
have ſome true Knowledge (with many more) bleſſed be the 
Lord forever and ever. | 

Now if ye are not able to on us an Account of this Light, ac- 
cording to plain Scripture, which every man hath not a Mca'ure of, 
by which Salvation is ſeen by a Perſon wholy without you; We 
ſhall juſtly judge it to be a meer dark and vain Imagination of your 
own Brains, ſeeing the Scripture ſaith, This is the Condemnation, 
that Light ts come into the World, &c. And the wicked ſlothful | 
Servant 'was not condemned, becauſe he had not a Tallent, but 
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rably deceived (is this Equal \ But if all men are lighted with 
the true Light (as I believe) Then by your Doctrine ſome have - 
two Lights, ancther Light beſide the true Light; for thou ſayſt. 
Its by a Lizht wich every Man bath not : Sothat thou mayſt mean, 
Its a greater Meaſure of the true Licht then every Man hath ; or 
clſe its ansther Sort or Kind of Light ; but if it be a greater mea- 
ſure of the true Light tou meaneſt; then it alters not the Proper- 
ty, Kind 2nd Nature; and lo its the ſame in Kind which every 
man hath a_ meaſure of : But if it be of an other Kind and Nature 
then the true Light, then 1s it properly another Light; and ſo what 
ſhall we call this (tiny) Light, brta falle Light, cr a Divination of 
thy dark Brain,which thou mayſt ſee by the true Lig} t.in thee, thy 
own and W, #/'s Confuſion and Blindneſs, which is juſt from 
the Lord upon you all that oppo:e his bleſſed Truth and People. 

And after thy coniuied Prayer, p. 11. (to Chrift in thee, and 
to Chriſt in ihe Heavens, and by and in the Spirit as thou thoughtſt) 
thou ſayſt, (viz.) Scucral Wecks was I in this Trouble, makins 
my Condticn %;omwn toro one, bicauſe IT would net be perſwad: d 
ro any thing, but a:d wholy rely uncn the inward Inſtriftions of the- 
Lord: Tis did my Hepe periſh, 

How did{t thou wholy rely upon the Inward Inftrutions of the 
Lord, when thou prayed(itin that confuſed Manner, as aforeſaid ; 
confider it ? 

And did ever any wholy rely upon the inward Inſtructions of the 
Lord, and their Hope periſh ? bring one Example for this, or elte 
conclude, thou haſt blaſphemed againſt the Lord, and belyed him 
and his People in all Ages, as tnou haſt. ; 

Andin p. 19, thou iayit, Tron hadſt Peace of Conſcience by the 
powerful Work of God veithont thee. 

Is this like Scripture-Language ? Surely thou haſt got a peace, 
and out of thy Trouble the wrong Way (if it be {o) and into 
much more Trouble muſt thou come tren ever, before thou canſt 
have true Peace with God : The Lord hath ſpoken it. 

For thy Flight was in the Winter (asItold thee) and thou haſt 
fed the Cro's, and flipt thy Neck from under tte Yeak of Chriſt 
Jeſus, which I. 2, calls the Burthen,Y oak, which is {o indeed to 
all the Rebellious, whole Tongues are at Liberty tolye and Slander . 
as he hath done. 
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But did not the Saints and peck: 2 God in all Ages witne's their 
Salvation and Peace of Conſcience, by the powerful Work of God 
within them ? Did not God work in them, when their Salvation 
was wrought out with Fear and Trembling ? And did they not ſay, 
God who commanded tie Light to ſhine out of Darkaeſs bath ſhined in 
our Hearts, to give us the Livht of th: Knowledge of the Glory of 
Ged in the Face of Feſus Chriſk : And we have this Treaſure in 
earthea Veſſlls, 2 Cor, 4.6, 7, Of which much more might be 
ſpoken. | | 

We deny not tne Work of God and Chriſt without (as ſome 
have imagined) but do allo know as our Brethren did) tnat no 
man knows the Things and Works of God (wuach are ſpiritually 
diſcerned) bur by the Spirit of God ; and its the fame Spirit that 
raiſed up Jeſus from the dead, that dwells in his People, which 
quickens their mortal Bodies, | 

And they never cryed up wholy without, as you do, but preach- 
ed Chriſt in them (after they had teſtified of his Appearance anq 
Work without,as you may read, Row.8,9,10,11,12513,14,15,16. 

And Chriſt Jelus preached the Kingdom of Heaven within Peo- 
pie, Luke 17,20, And the true Worſhip of the Father tn the Spirit 
and inthe Truth, Joh. 4. And ſaid, What if ye ſill ſce the Son of 
Alan aſcerd up where he was before? Ir s the Spirit that quickyerh, 
the Fleſh that profits nothing ; when they cryed, how can this 11 
geve us his Fleſh to eat (whoſe Minds were wholy without, like ma- 
ny of you) John 6. And faid Peter, 2 Epiſt. Ch. 1.v. 19. We have 
alſo a more ſure Word of Propheſie, to which ye do well ro takg heed, 
as unto & Light that ſhines in a dark, place, until the Day dawn and 
the Day-Star ariſe in your. Hearts, Ard Feſts is the bright and 
AMorniprg-Star, as ye may read, Revel, 22.16. And Jeſus Chriſt 
bid People belizve 22 the Light, that they might become the Children 
of the Light, Joh. 6.62. (and ſo do we) And he faid, He that 
hath ian Ear let him hear what the Spirit ſaith unto the Churches : 
Andthe ſame Jeſus faid: He that eatcth my Fleſh and drinketh my 
Blopd hath Eternal Life, And ſaid the Apoſtle, 1 John 1.7. 
But if we walk jn the Lioht, as ke is in the L14ht, then have we Fel- 
lowſhip ene with another, and the Blood of Fejits Chriſt his Son clean- 
ſeth us from all Sin.

Men proceed evil Thouzhts, Adulteries, Formicationsy 
Tocſts, Covetouſneſs, Wich:d1efs, Deceit, Laciviouſneſs, an Evil 
Eye, Blaſphemy, Prid:, Fooliſhiefs: All theſe evil Things come 
from with: and a- file the AAan. 

Nozy muſt not theſe Evil Things be purged out, according. to 
that Saying of Paul, 2 Tim, 2,21. If a Ian purge himelf from 
theſe h: ſill be a Veſſel unto Hononr, ſanttified and meet for 
the Maſters uſc,and prepared unto every Goed Work, Is any fit for 
tne Maſter's Uie, but who is purged and fanctified (as aforeſaid) 
or prepared to every good Work, till the Evil Works are laid a- 
fide, purged out and forſaken ? Nr can People ſerve both thee 
Maſters ? For he that committeth Siz is the Servant of Sin, asit is 
written, Fob 8. 34. 1Fohbn , 8. 

Now how, or by what muſt theſe Evil Things (which defiles 
People) be purged ont, ſeeing they are within them? Muſt not 
the Antidote be taken inwardly, to expel the Poylon, that works 
within, to tie corrupting (and endangering the Ruin) of tne Bo- 
dy ? What 1s it then muſt cleanfe the Inward Man of Corruption 
and Defilement, but the precious Blood of Jeſus Chrilt, as of a 
Lamb v.it1ont Spot and Blemiſh ? Did n»ot that ReJleem People 
formerly from thetr Vain Converſations ? -1 Pet. 1. 18, 19, 
Rev. 5.99109. And did they not drink it, and b'e{s the Lord, and 
called it, The Crp of Bleſſing ? But this is a Myſtery hid from the 
Fleſhls Birth (all thatare in the dark Imaginations of their own 
Brains) as the Spiritual Birth was hid from N:codemus, who came 
by Nignt. 

And did not God fay, 1 will dwell IN. them, and walk, IN then, 
&c? 2 Cor.6. Anddoesnot tie Scripture 'fay, BY Mercy and 
Truth Inquity is purged? Prov, 16, And did not the Son of God

Read and underſtand, you that cry, wholely without you, you 
that clamour againſt the Light and Work of God within; for we 
confe!s Jefus Chriſt to be come zz the Fleſh, as it 1s written, 1 7o/. 
- 4, &c, And fo we are not of Antichriſt, as William Haworth doth 

fa'ſly charge us in his Epiſtle to that Pamphlet aforeſaid, titled, 
[The Quaker Converted} which is a Lye, uttered in the very 0- 
-pening of his Mouth againſt us ; for which the Lord will plead with 
him : For the Young-man (whom he hath thus vainly boaſted of ) 
was no ©raker, (as I have before ſhewed to any Unprejudiced 
Eye) and by his own Confeſſion but a poor, toſſed, unſtable, bewil- 
dred Lad (as may be ſeen) who went to prove Religions with he 
knew not what, as in the 3d page of his Book may be read; and 
ſo was not-ſuoh a Perfet Quakr as WH. hath aid; but ſtum- 
bled at the very Door and V Vay by which the Qz-k-rs came to 
know God, and Jens Chriſt, whom he hath ſent (which is Life 
Eternal, Feh» 17. 3.) asI have before ſhewed. 

And ſo Well;am Haworth's great Joy, Refreſhment and Boaſt of 
the Qraker Converted, is founded upon a Lye, (which is of the 
Devil, the Father of Lyes) which he hath made his Refuge, 
and Bu'work againſt the Truth, and them that walk 1n it ; and that 
he might priviſy ſhoot his Arrows at the upright in Heart, 
(the Children of Light) whom he calls Sedycers Anti-ehriſtian, 
& in whom Satan is transform'd into an Angel of Light, with many 
other envious rayling ſpeeches for which the Lord will judge him.

City upon a Hill, which cannot be hid; whoſe Light is like a Faſper, 
clear as Chryſtal : And without are Dogs, and all Lyars, and 
whatſoever worketh Abomination and maketh aLye. And her 
True Light is ſhining, and the Glory of God is arifing more and 
more, which ſhall ſhake terribly the Earth, and the Inhabitants 
thereof, amongſt whom the Devil is comedown in great Rage, 
knowing he hath but a ſhort time, 

Rejoyce ye Children of the Lord, and lift up your Heads all 
ye Upright in Heart; Rejoyce, ye Heavens, and ye that dwell
